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QUITTING TOBACCO 


| Doctor and A Preacher Tell How 


Let fhe preacher say a few 
words before the doctor is intro- 
duced. 

If you are a Christian and use 
tobacco, you ought to quit. Pos- 
Ssibly you want to quit. If you 
want to quit bad enough, then you 
can. God will help you. In I Cor- 
inthians 10:13 we are told: 


“There hath no temptation 
taken you but such as is com- 
mon to man: but God is faith- 
ful, who will not suffer you — 
to be tempted above that ye 
are able; but will with the 
temptation also make a way 
to escape. that ye may be able 
to bear it.” 

If you want to quit tobacco, do 
the following: 

1. Confess that the use of to- 
bacco is a sin. It is. Using to- 
bacco defiles your body, which is 
the temple of the Holy Spirit of 
God which dwells within you (I 
Cor. 3:16, 17; I Cor. 6:19, 20). You 
know that is a sin. Using tobacco 
sets a bad example before others. 
You do not want-your girl, your 
mother to smoke cigarettes, prob- 
ably you do not even want your 
boys to. What is wrong for them 
is wrong for you and is a sin. Ad- 
mit it, confess it to God. Using 
tobacco will cause young Chris- 
tians to stumble; it will hinder 
your influence over lost people, it 
will grieve the Holy Spirit of God. 
Jesus is our Example and you do 
not believe that He would use to- 
bacco if He were here today. The 
only way to deal successfully with 
the tobacco habit is to admit that 
that habit is wicked, that it is a 
sin against yourself and others and 
against God. Confess to yourself, 
then confess to God and to your 
family and others who know that 
you use tobacco, that it is wrong, 
a sin, and that you ought to quit 
it. Remember that “He that cover- 
eth his sins shall not prosper; but 
whoso confesseth and forsaketh 
them shall have mercy.” Uncover 
that filthy habit today before God, 
confess that it is a sin! And we 
are promised that “If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness” (I John 1:9). We are com- 
manded, “Confess your faults one 
to another, and pray one for an- 
other, that ye may be healed” 
(James 5:16). When you confess 
that the use of tobacco is a sin, 
you judge your sin, put yourself 
on the side of God and enlist His 
aid in your fight. If you do not 
admit it is a sin, you will not quit 
tobacco. 

2. Treat the habit as a sin. Quit 
it, quit it now, quit it forever! Peo- 
ple do not quit stealing by taper- 
ing off. A fallen woman does not 
quit her wicked, hellish trade slow- 
ly, a little at a time. No, if to use 
twenty cigarettes a day is a sin, 
then to use one cigarette a day is 
a sin. Do not taper off but quit 
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it now. Treat the habit as a sin 
if you’ want God to help you. It is 
a deceiving, enslaving habit; to use 
one cigarette is to surrender to 
Satan on that matter and to dull 
your own conscience and to break 
down your own will power. Don’t 
do it! Some men try to quit to- 
bacco like the boy who cut his 
dog’s tail off one ineh at a time 
so it would not hurt! Brother, it 
doesn’t work. Quit it all at once, 
and forever, as a wicked sin that 
displeases God, hurts yourself, 
hinders Christian joy and service; 


a sin to be avoided, confessed and| } 


forsaken. 


That would mean that you should 
tell your companions and friends 
frankly that you intend to quit, 
that you know you ought not to 
use tobacco. Do not linger around 
where people smoke. Do not put

THE "LOVE" OF THE MOVIES IS NOT HOLY, AN 
WHOLESOME LOVE 


We are told that love is one of the great themes of the 
movies. But a little consideration will show that the “love” 
of the movies is not normal, wholesome and godly love like 
that of a good man for his wife. Rather, what is shown on 
the screen for love is simply sex passion, with no reserve, 
no reticence, no modesty, with nothing sacred. The movies 
have made love, which, according to the Bible, ought to be 
like that of Christ for His church, and of the church for 


Christ (Eph. 5:23-33), 


instead into animalism, inflaming 


sex desire, exhibiting sex charms, openly enjoying sex feel- 
ing, flaunting it before the world. I charge solemnly that 
love, as portrayed in the movies, is an unholy thing, un- 
natural, and ungodly, and that the exhibition of it before 
the eyes and minds of young people is a curse beyond hu- 


man measurement. 


Time was when love was regarded more than the mere 
carnal mating of two human bodies, more than the seeking 
and satisfying of sex enjoyment. Time was when there 


were holy and sweet mysteries about love. 
honor, character, mutual respect, mutual sacrifice. 


Love meant 
Time 


was when men did not expect all liberties before marriage 
and decent women did not give them. Time was when 
young people were chaperoned in their courtship and even 
good-night kisses after an evening of fellowship of minds 
and spirit in decency in the parlor were only for those en- 
gaged and soon to be married. In those days people mar- 
ried for a love of personality, an attraction of soul, and 
not merely for sex appeal. This open, shameless, licentious 
love-making exhibited by the movies which includes long 
embraces, open fondling each of the other, close-ups of

Soul Nourishment 
7 
First 
By George Muller 

It has pleased the Lord to teach 
me a truth, the benefit of which 
I have not lost, for more than 
fourteen years. The point is this: 
I saw more clearly than ever that 
the first great and primary busi- 
ness to which I ought to attend 
every day was, to have my soul 
happy m the Lord. The first thing 
to be concerned about was not 
how much I might serve the Lord, 
or how I might glorify the Lord; 
but how I might get my soul into 
a happy state, and how my inner 
man might be nourished. For I 
might seek to set the truth before 
the unconverted, I might seek to 
benefit believers, I might seek to 
relieve the distressed. I might in 
other ways seek to behave myself 
as it becomes a child of God in 
this world; and yet, not being hap- 
py in the Lord, and not being 
nourished and strengthened in my 
inner man day by day, all this 
might not be attended to in a right 
spirit. Before this time my prac- 
tice had been, at least for ten years 
previously, as an habitual thing, 
to give myself to prayer after hav- 
ing dressed myself in the morning. 
Now, I saw that the most impor- 
tant thing I had to do was to give 
myself to the reading of the Word 
of God, and to meditation on it, 
that thus my heart might be com- 
forted, encouraged, warned, re- 
proved, instructed; and that thus, 
by means of the Word of God, 
whilst meditating on it, my heart 
might be brought into experi- 
mental communion with the Lord. 


I began therefore to meditate 
on the New Testament from the 
beginning early in the morning. 
The first thing I did, after having 
asked in a few words the Lord’s 
blessing upon His precious Word, 
was to begin to meditate on the 
Word of God, searching as it were 
into every verse to get blessing 
out of it; not for the sake of the 
public ministry of the Word, not 
for the sake of preaching on what 
I had meditated upon, but for the 
sake of obtaining food for my own 
soul. The result I have found to 
be almost invariably this, that after 
a very few minutes my soul has 
been led to confession, or to 
thanksgiving, or to intercession, or 
to supplication; so that, though I did 
not, as it were, give myself to 
prayer, but to meditation, yet it 
turned almost immediately more or 
less into prayer. When thus I 
have been for a while making con- 
fession or intercession or suppli- 
cation, or have given thanks, I go 
on to the next words or verse, 
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turning all, as I go on, into prayer 
for myself, or others, as the Word 
may lead to it, but still continually 
keeping before me that food for 
my own soul is the object of my 
meditation. The result of this is, 
that there is always a good deal of 
confession, thanksgiving, supplica- 
tion, or intercession mingled with 
my meditation, and that my inner 
man almost invariably is even 
sensibly nourished and strength- 
ened, and that by breakfast time, 
with rare exceptions, I am ina 
peaceful if not happy state of 
heart. Thus also the Lord is pleased 
to communicate unto me that 
which, either very soon after or 
at a later time, I have found to 
become food for other believers, 
though it was not for the sake of 
the public ministry of the Word 
that I gave myself to meditation, 
but for the profit of my own inner 
man. , 

With this modé I have likewise 
combined the being out in the oven 
air for an hour, an hour and a half, 
or two hours, before breakfast, 
walking about in the fields, and 
in the summer sitting for a little 
on the stiles, if I find it too much 
to walk all the time. I find it very 
beneficial to my health to walk thus 
for meditation before breakfast, 
and am now so in the habit of 
using the time for that purpose, 
that when I get into the open air, 
I generally take out a New Testa- 
ment of good-sized type, which I 
carry with me for that purpose, 
besides my Bible; and I find that 
I can profitably spend my time in 
the open air, which formerly was 
not the case for want of habit. I 
used to consider the time spent in 
walking a loss, but now I find it 
very profitable, not only to my 
body, but also to my soul. The 
walking out before breakfast is of 
course not necessarily connected 
with this matter, and every one 
has to judge according to his 
strength and other circumstances. 


The difference, then, between my 
former practice and my present 
one is this: Formerly, when I 
rose, I began to pray as soon as 
possible, and generally spent all 
my time till breakfast in prayer, 
or almost all the time. At all 
events I almost invariably began 
with prayer, except when I felt my 
soul to be more than usually bar- 
ren, in which case I read the Word 
of God for food, or for refresh- 
ment, or for a revival and renewal 
of my inner man, before I gave 
myself to prayer. But what was 
the result? I often spent a quarter 
of an hour, or half an hour, or even 
an hour, on my knees, before be- 
ing conscious to myself of having 
derived comfort, encouragement, 
humbling of soul, etc.; and often, 
after having suffered much from 
wandering of mind for the first 
ten minutes, or a quarter of an 
hour, or even half an hour, I only 
then began really to pray. I 
scarcely ever suffer now in this 
way. For my heart being nour- 
ished by the truth, being brought 
into experimental fellowship with 
God, I speak to my Father and 
to my Friend (vile though I am, 
and unworthy of it) about the 
things that He has brought before 
me in His precious Word, It often 
now astonishes me that I did not 
sooner see this point. In no book 
did I ever read about it. No public 
ministry ever brought the matter 
before me. No private intercourse 
with a brother stirred me up to 
this matter.. And yet now, since 
God has taught me this point, it 
is as plain to me as anything, that 
the first thing the child of God 
has to do morning by morning is, 
to obtain food for his inner man. 
As the outward man is not fit for 
work for any length of time ecx- 
cept we take food, and as this is 
one of the first things we do in

ardent, long kisses, clandestine meetings, etc., is unwhole- 
some and evil. The movies prostitute-every holy instinct, 
to excite the mind, inflame the desire, and attract the 
shekels of a carnal public. Do not misunderstand me. Love 
itself, proper, decent, well-intentioned, reverent love, is a 
holy thing. But this necking, this display of bodies, these 
hot kisses, these secret meetings as shown on the screens, 
acted out by lustful, immoral people, produced by greedy 
and godless film companies that have no motive higher than 
gain, and enjoyed by the millions of the American public 
openly, this is disreputable, licentious, and evil! 

See what a difference the films have made in American 
life. When my grandfather rode off to the Civil War, cap- 
tain in the Confederate Army, he kissed his wife, (my dear 
grandmother who told me about it) goodbye inside the 
house. When she followed him to the front gate, he spoke 
to her tenderly, and with tears, but would not kiss her be- 
fore the men assembled there! And this white-headed, 
straight - backed patrician-faced Southern gentlewoman 
proudly told me how their love had endured through the 
years, a thing of reverence and beauty and godliness! Time 
was when an honorable man felt himself fortunate if+he 
got a fleeting kiss or two before his sweetheart became his 
bride. In those days men came to their brides with a love 
that was holy, and laid hands upon them only with rever- 
ence and honor. 

And now, God pity us! how is it? Our young people, 
who do not even pretend to be in love, dance with each 
other or swim with each other with few clothes on and take 
all sorts of liberties with each other’s bodies. Arms about 
each other, face against face; in public parks, in automo- 
biles on our principal streets and highways, on front 
porches, young women sit in young men’s laps, and such 


couples kiss freely, openly in automobiles, at amusement | 


places, even at public social gatherings! And it is more or 
less promiscuous, repeated with other partners. More than 
once I have been embarrased by feeling it necessary to stop 
young people from fondling each other even in public serv- 
ices where great crowds of the general public were assem- 


bled. This is what the moving picture theater, with its so- | 
called “love” scenes has done to the American public and | 


to our youth! 

The love affair of the finest man and woman in the 
world however pure, however reverent, however honest and 
with the blessing of God, was never intended for the public 
spectacle of a gazing, licentious mob. The first gleam of 
love in the eye, the first thrill in the touch of a hand, the 
first telling of love — do you think God intended these 
things as a circus for the lewd-minded? A lover’s kiss 
or embrace, when a couple is honestly pledged to early 
marriage under proper safeguards of high ideals, reverence 
and necessary conventions, is proper. So is marriage 
proper. God Himself says that “Marriage is honour- 
able in all and the bed undefiled: but whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge” (Hebrews 13:4). But 
God would not say, “Marriage is honourable in all and 
the bed undefiled” if the marriage bed were in a show- 
window before the passing, curious, licentious multitude! 
A bath may be decent enough, but it is not decent if it were 
put on as a public show of an exhibitionist, on the stage 
of a theater. Certain bodily functions are natural and right. 
guarded by the sacred privacy that God intended for holy 
things. But to display lavishly all the affections and lusts 
and delights of an animal-like mating, on the screen, is not 
a true portrayal of Godly and reverent and holy love! I 
say movie “love,” so-called, is not true love, and as shown 
it debases love, corrupts morals, inflames the mind and 
dishonors God. Christians should not be party to such sin. 

To fill up minds of girls in their early teens or at any 
other age with thoughts only of hugs and kisses is no true 
portrayal of love! To teach boys only the enjoyment of a 
woman’s body is not fitting them for the role of a reverent 
Christian husband. A movie critic wrote what he regarded 


as the highest praise when he described the acting and 
love-making of Clark Gable as being like that of a stallion! 
I was astonished when I read it. Never having seen Clark 
Gable act, I cannot say if it is true. But I do know that 
love on the screen is animalism, calculated to stir sex de- 
sire, but not calculated’ to grow modest, lovely, sweet- 
charactered, unstained women nor reverent, continent, self- 
controlled, holy men. | 

If the movies be judged by the themes they show and 
picture, then the movies are an evil business, ungodly, un- 
Christian, un-American, terribly, dangerously wicked!

the morning, so it should be with 
the inner man. We should take 
food for that, as every one must 
allow. Now, what is the food for 
the inner man? Not prayer, but 
the Word of God; and here again, 
not the simple reading of the 
Word of God, so that it only passes 
through our minds, just as water 
runs through a pipe, but consider- 
ing what we read, pondering over 
it, and applying it to our hearts. 
When we pray, we speak to Ged. 
Now, prayer, in order to be con- 
tinued for any length of time in 
any other than a forma] manner, 


requires, generally speaking, a 


measure of strength or godly de- 
sire, and the season, therefore, 
when this exercise of the soul can 
be most effectually performed is 
after the inner man has been 
nourished by meditation on the 
Word of God, where we find our 
Father speaking to us, to encourage 
us, to comfort us, to instruct us, 
to humble us, to reprove us. We 
may therefore profitably meditate, 
with God’s blessing, though we 
are ever so weak spiritually; nay, 
the weaker we are, the more we 
need meditation for the strength- 
ening of our inner man. Thus there 
is far less to be feared from wan- 
dering of mind than if we give 
ourselves to prayer without hav- 
ing had time previously for medi- 
tation. I dwell so particularly on 
this point because of the immense 
spiritual] profit and refreshment I 
am conscious of having derived 
from it myself, and I affectionately 
and solemnly beseech all my fellow 
believers to ponder this matter. 
By the blessing of God, I ascribe 
to this mode the help and streygth 
which I have had from God to pass 
in peace through deeper trials, in

various ways, than I had ever had 
before; and after having now above 
fourteen years tried this way, I 
can most fully, in the fear of God, 
commend it. In addition to this 
I generally read, after family 
prayer, larger portions of the Word 
of God, when I still pursue my 
practice of reading regularly on- 
ward in the Holy Scriptures, some- 
times in the New Testament and

“HOW TO CURE THE CIGARET 
HABIT 
D. H. Kress, M. D. 

“The first step in giving up the 
cigaret is to give it up. Many fail 
because they never really reach 
this point. 

“Keep away from smokers and 
a tobacco-smoke-laden atmosphere 
as far as possible for about three 
weeks. After each meal, for one 


week rinse out the mouth with a 


% of one per cent solution of silver 
nitrate. This creates a distaste for 
tobacco smoke, and will relieve 
throat irritation. 

“Purchase five cents’ worth of 
gentian root (or camomile blos- 
soms) and chew it during the day 
when the desire to smoke appears. 


“To assist in eliminating the 
poison take a dose composed of 
half a teaspoon each of rochelle 
salts and cream of tartar each 
morning before breakfast for one 
week. If possible take a Turkish 
bath, or a good sweat bath of some 
kind, twice during the first two 
weeks. Drink water, orange juice 
or grapefruit juice freely. 

“Keep out in the open air as 
much as possible. Keep the mind 
occupied. 

“The greatest aid will be found 
in a change of dietetic habits. 
Smokers are fond of highly sea- 
soned foods and stimulating drinks. 

“It is necessary to give up the 
use of pepper, mustard, the free 
use of salt and coffee and tea, and 
also the free use of meats. 

“The following diet will be found 
of the greatest aid. If followed 
carefully, the discovery will be 
made, by the end of the first week, 
that the craving has materially 
lessened and by the end of the 
third week it is not unusual to find 
that the craving has almost en- 
tirely disappeared. With this as- 
surance held out, the effort is cer- 
tainly worth a trial. 

“For a period of two or three 
weeks make use of cereal foods, 
as shredded wheat biscuits, bran 
flakes, Krumbles, puffed wheat, 
whole wheat bread, rye or graham 
bread, etc., with milk and cream, 
buttermilk, cottage cheese, nuts, 
(well masticated). At the close of 
the meal use fresh sub-acid fruits, 
as oranges, peaches, pears, apples,
